“Of all the lands I have visited, the United States is the only one 


where the inside of a slice of bread is eaten and the crust throw’n 


away.** 
This Is a statem ent credited to a wide-traveled Hindoo visit­ 


ing this country. 
In all Oriental countries and in most Occidental 


ones bread is regarded with the highest respect. 
In America, perhaps 


in greater degree than in any other Christian country, the respect for 


bread has gone the way of many other ancient virtues. 
That loss of 


respect is tile result of the abundance which has come to America 


with the development of industries, the garnering of bountiful harvests, 


the increase of luxury. 


And the waste of bread noted with amazement by the Hindoo 


traveler is accompanied by a similar waste of all m anner of food sup­ 


plies. 
It is a familiar saying that a French housewife can serve an 


appetizing meal out of the m aterial which an American housewife 


throws into the garbage bucket. 
That may or may not be literally 


true. 
But it is positively asserted that enough food is wasted in the 


hotels of Newr York to feed 50,000 hungry men every night. 


It has been true that tlie average American housewife permitted 


a constant w'aste of good m aterial which w’ould shock her European sis­ 


ter of almost any nation. 
It is m e a su ra b ly true still . It is true that 


the science of domestic thrift has been allowed to lapse in America. 


And its disappearance is no doubt causing distress to thousands of 


families who might live in comfort if they had been trained in habits 


of economy. 
lf, then, this habit of economy is taught by the high prices that 


we are being compelled to pay now’, the cost in the long run will not 


have been too great.
